Ticklish and Shoal Win for 
Him at Empire City. 



Jockey Kummer Bides in Sensa- 
tional Form, Piloting Fonr 
Straight Winners. 



NEW YORK, N. Y., July 28.— G. W. Forman’s 
Ticklish added another victory to his credit today 
by taking the measure of some good opponents in 
the Bronxville Handicap, which was framed for 
sprinters. Ticklish ran in pursuit of Bill McGloy 
until turning for home, where he passed him to 
win easily. Ticklish, Osgood and Arnold were the 
opening choices, but heavy support made the first 
named favorite at post time, most of the larger 
speculators favoring the King James colt. Osgood 
failed to cut any figure in the running. 

The riding of Jockey C. Kummer was the out- 
standing incident of today’s racing. Kummer rode 
four winners in .succession, tlie last four of the 
afternoon. His strong finish on War Zone in the 
fourth race was in a great measure responsible for 
the gelding’s victory. 

A shower of short duration came up before the 
first race, but the sun was out shortly after- 
ward, and with a breexe blowing it was a good 
afternoon for racing. 

The M elrose Selling Stakes, with a value of $2,000, 
attracted only four starters, four being withdrawn. 
This event, which was at a mile and one-sixteenth, 
was won by War Zone, a well-backed favorite. 
The finish was of the raxor-edge variety, Kummer, 
on the winner, putting up an extra strong finish, 
which landed him first by a nose over Tetley. Game 
('ock quit badly. 

Head Over Heels lusted it out better than usual 
today and won a purse for J. W. May in the 
opening race, which was for two -year -olds. 

Jos. E. Seagram’s Doleful won the second race, 
which was framed for three-year-old maidens. 

King John was the winner of the fifth at a mile 
and seventy yards. There were twenty -two entries, 
eleven of which were scratched in this race. 

Shoal made it a double for G. W. Forman when 
he won the sixth race from Sister Helene and 
('ormoran, tlie only other starters. 

COVGHIHG EPIDEMIC AT HAVRE DE GRACE. 

W. F. Foreman spent Sunday at Havre de Grace, 
where lie has a number of horses. He stated that 
an epidemic of c*oughing similar to that which at- 
tacked so many horses around Baltimore last spring 
was prevalent among those liorses at Havre de 
Grace now and Uiut C. N. Freeman’s string was 
ailing. 

Gnome and War Plume, both starters in the sec- 
ond race, are exceptionally grand lookers and at- 
tracted quite a crotvd of spectators in the paddock. 

Today’s purses were considerably augmented by 
the surplus claiming money of Saturday. To each 
race was added $171. 

R. E. Watkins has purchased from G. W. Forman 
Ticklish at private sale. Forman will dispose of 
his stable at public sale at Saratoga. 

War Zone, winner of the fourth race, was bid 
up from $2,500 to $4,105 by Harry Rites, but was 
retained by his owner. 

R. L. Rose, one of the best -known and respected 
men on tiie turf, will not be a visitor at Saratoga 
this year. He has been called to California on a 
business matter. 

Hauberk will be allowed to start in the third 
race tomorrow because he w’as entered before the 
ruling against the horse last Saturday. 

G. Hawk claimed Game Cock out of the Melrose 
Stakes for $3,850. 

F. Musante retained King J<din, winner of the 
fifth race, for $1,520.

CHEYENNE, Wyo., July 28. — There are already 
stabled at Frontier Park over 250 horses, many 
of which are of good class, and by August 2, 
which is the opening day, more are expected.

BUSY SCENES AT SARATOGA 



Rain Closes Main Course, but 
Training Tracks Are Crowded. 

Kentucky Contingent Strong in 
Numbers and Higb-Class Ma- 
terial — ^Latest Gossip. 



SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., July 28.— The 
marking time period by horsemen here, who are 
gathered from all sections of the country to engage 
in the racing which begins next Friday, seems 
to have passed, judging by the activity on tap 
this morning at the various training tracks, 
the main one being closed because of its muddy con- 
dition and the added moisture of this morning. 
The ’’Oklahoma ring” was forced to stand the bulk 
of the hundred of hoofbeats and training opera- 
tions went on incessantly deq^ite the rain. Fast 
work over this copious sandy strip was out of the 
question, but satisfactory moves were indulged 
in by many prospective stars. All the leading 
stables had representatives out for an airing, 
and tlie trainers all seemed anxious to speed up the 
finishing process that will enable most to have 
starters in the different dashes on opening day. 
Some of the horses have- been indulged because 
of the rainy weather that bas been prevalent here 
for the last week, but if the main track was 
closed for trainin g ope ra H o ws , - t l i» P efSe H a> g a* 1 ia <r 
Oklahoma courses were convenient galloping 
grounds. 

The upper section of the Horse Haven training 
grounds is a reminder of the Kentucky tracks, for 
all the horsemen from that section, with the ex- 
ception of the T. C. McDowell and J. S. Ward con- 
signments, which have been clustered together. The 
McDowell and Ward racers have been given stable 
room in the main track enclosure. 

A canvass among the different stable yards this 
morning disclosed that there will be a surfeit of 
racing timber, comprising all degrees, with an ex- 
cess of stars over former years. This will be par- 
ticularly applicable in the older division. 

KENTUCKIANS ARE CONFIDENT. 

The coming of the Kentuckians injects the usual 
added interest and the proclaimed stars of a month 
ago in these part.s are not being exploited so indus- 
triously as formerly. The Blue Grass brigade is 
again displaying a confident air, but are not overly 
boastful. Most of tlie good horses that came from 
Lutoiiia have shipped in good condition and their 
lengthy stay bas freshened them and they will be 
in pink fettle to begin their strife with the east- 
erners. The m.ajority of owners from Kentucky 
have brought here their best, leaving their excess 
timber to rest at Louisville. 

The T. C. McDowell consignment, which em- 
braces the crack two -year -olds High Command uud 
Distinction, are attracting considerable attention. 
High Command and Distinction are particularly be- 
ing tubbed and have already been given a high 
rating by the close observers. Distinction has been 
worked to short five-eighths in better than a minute 
since her arrival. The easterners, however, do not 
regard her as good a filly as Bonnie Mary. 

Another filly that is coming in for considerable 
attention besides Miss Jemima and Distinction, is 
the Waldeck Stable’s Lunetta. This daughter of 
Luke McLuke has improved wonderfully in appear- 
aiic'e since her arrival here aud her showing in the 
Spinaway Stakes will come in for close scrutiny. 
Ham Keene, who came in charge of the Waldeck 
string of seven has also Moscowa, Basilius, Lui- 
Meme, a ^n of Luke McLuke — Micaela and Donna 
Oroma, a daughter of Light Brigade — Oxeye, look- 
ing in splendid condition. Lui-Meme is held in 
particularly high esteem. 

The horses leased by John F. Schorr from Edward 
B. McLean are a fine -appearing band and shipped 
here in good style from CincinnatL The Porter, 
injured during the running of the rich Enquirer 
Handicap, seems to have gotten over his mishap and 
since his arrival here has worked on three occa- 
sions in a manner entirely satisfactory to his trainer. 
He will be among the starters during the meeting. 

OGDEN STABLE IN CONDITION. 

I Miller Henderson, in charge of the horses racing 
under the nom de course of the Ogden Stable, is 
taking justifiable pride in the condition of his 
horses. The most recent addition to the band. 
Rifle, bouglit at Latonia from J. K. Redmon, is 
showing vast improvement since bis arrival in these 
parts and will be giveui considerable opportunity 
in races where he meets horses of a middle class. 
The stable also has a valuable asset in jockey 
Robinson. The latter also bas been' secured by 
Mose Goldblatt, whose string of nine horses, in- 
cluding Senningg Park. Jorice, Fifi II. and others, 
should be quite a factor in tlie racing here. 

Goldblatt departed with his horses from the Em- 
pire track chiefly because of his inability to secure 
the services of jockey Murray, on whom he had se- 
cured a contract for the Ehnpire meeting before 
his departnre from Cincinnati.

SEEKING A REHEARING IN BOWIE CASE

After a visit to Ascot Heath on Cup day many 
years ago. the late Richard Harding Davis pronounc- 
ed it a ratlicr tame affair by comparison with the 
rowdy gooil nature and vast extent, of Derby day 
at E|)som lh>wna. “Too frequent intrusions of horses 
upon the scene to make it a successful garden party,** 
he said, “and too many women to make it a tlior- 
oiigh -going ra<*e meeting.** Among horsemen, how- | 
ever, it has l»oen regarded aa the most important 
meeting of the year in England. It lasts only four 
days, and yet, as a rule, it draws all the best 
horses in training. (Tiarles Richardson has said 
that in an average year nine-tenths of the non- 
pareils of every age start In one or another of the 
twenty-eight races wliich make up the Ascot pro- 
gram. Many particularly well-bred, highly tricnl 
I W'o- year- olds are kept for this brilliant meeting. 

None of tlie so-called classic races are decided 
there, nor is tliere any large stake, like the San- 
down Eclipse or the Newmarket Jockey Club, to 
feature the meeting. But the races are uniformly 
valuable, amounting to something like $200,000 in 
tlie aggregate, with more than $100,000 In added 
money. No race c*oiirse in tlie world offers such 
prises, and the result is that a bad horse seldom 
wins a race at Ascot. Only the ^st run in every 
class. Selling races are prohibited and few handi- 
caps are soon during the meeting. The program is 
framed to promote stamina as well as speed in the 
race horse. There are five races of two miles or 
more, five in which 'the distance varies from a 
mile and a quarter to a mile and five-eighths 
and eight in wiiich the horses run a mile, while of 
the ten at a less distance five are for two-year- 
olds. 

ATTENDANCE IN KEEPING W I T H RACES.'" 

The attendance at Ascot is in keeping witli the 
racing. No other meeting can In any way compare 
with it as a rendezvous of English society. The 
course is crown property and since 1839, when 
Queen Victoria set the fashion of going to tbe races 
in state, it has been known as Royal Ascot, and the 
royal enclosure has annually accommodated throe 
thousand of the social celebrities which no other 
event of the season calls together. Every fashiona- 
ble regiment and many of tlie Ijondon clubs have 
their own luncheon tents, some with native Indian 
soldier .servants in white and red turbans to add 
color to the picture. 

Though the glory of modern Ascot dates from 
1839, when the new grandstand was built, it is 
much more than eighty years since racing was in- 
stituted there. L. H. Curzon gives 1727 as the year 
of its commencement, the Duke of Cumberland, 
uncle to 'George III., having offered two prizes for 
competition. For some years afterward the sport 
was Intermittent, but in 1772 the duke founded the 
most famous of Ascot’s races, tlie Gold Cup, which 
many owners of race horses would rather win tlian 
the Derby, because it is a better, test of stamina. 
The Oatlands Stakes, foiinde<l in 1791, was anotlier 
famous old-time fixture, 40, (MK) persons having wit- 
nessed the inaugural race, won by the Prince of 
Wales’ Baronet from eigh tetm competitors, with a 
half million dollars wagered on the result. Dis- 
onier on tliis cH'casioii is said to have been resimn- 
sible for changing the venue of the Oatlands Stakes, 
then probalily the best known race in England, to 
Newmarket, and abandoning the Gold (hip race. It 
was not until 1807 that the (*old Cup was revived, 
to lie run for every year without a break for more 
than a 4‘entury, until the great war stopiied all 
racing except at Newmarket and a few minor meet- 
ings. 

ASCOT’S HISTORIC GOLD CUP. 

The nictating this year was the first since 1914. 
and it bristled with noteworthy perfomiunces. Tin? 
historic Gold Cup race, run over the same course 
and uiid<‘r siibstuiitiully the same eoiulitions as when 
instituted a et'utury and a half ago, was won h^’ 
the five -year-old chestnut horse By Jingo, carry- 
ing 130 pounds and beating Air Raid, winner of the 
Chester Vase, by thrtfe parts of a length at the 
end of two miles and a lialf. The winner has been 
racing since he was a two-year-old. He is by 
Aquascutum, a son of the Cesarewitch winner, 
Chi Id wick. When lie won the Manchester Cup, a 
race worth $7,.’>00 in addition to the trophy, just 
liefore going to As«*ot, Horace Bottonily, owner of 
Aynesley, the liorsc tliat ran scepnd, lodged a pro- 
test against tlie winner on tlie ground that W. T. 
de Pledge was neitlier the real name nor tin* 
regi.stered turf name of By Jingo’s owner, but 
the e<unpianir''l*'«^< dismissed by tlie stewanls. 

The A.s<-ot Gold Vase, sometimes confounded witli 
the Gold Cup, was instituted in 1838. It is a 
w»*ight-for-age race at two miles, and is run on 
the first day of the meeting, while the cup race is 
on the third day. In old times it was not uni-om- 
nion for an owner who had won tlie vase on Tuesday 
to pull out Lis horse again on Thursday and run 
for the cup, and occasionally he won the double 
event, tlie great sire Isonumy having aceomplishtsl 
this feat as rewntly as 1879. The vase this year 
was won by the Duke of Portland’s home-bred 
chestnut colt. Siloiiyx, three years old, by Willonyx 
(sire of Air Raid), winner of the cup in 1911, as 
was his sire, William the Tliird, in 1902, as well 
as his grandsire, St. Simon, in 1884. Silonyx is 
royally bred on the side of his dam, being a son 
of Silent Lad.v, by (’yllene — Miss Gunning II., by 
Carbine — Memoir, winner of the Oaks and St. 
Leger, by St. Simon. Ho was quite prominent a.s 
a two -year -old, but did not win any of the imiKirt- 
aiit stakes. 

RACES FOR STAYERS. 

Another race which attracts the best stayers of 
the day is the .\lexamlra Plate, a ctmtest at some- 
thing over two miles and three-quarters, with 
weight for age up. It has lieen a fixture since 
I860, with such long-distance runners as Musket, 
the hire of Carbine; Doncaster, the sire of Bend 
Or, and Faiigh-a-Ballagb. grandsire of Irotiuois. 
on its roll. St. Eloi, the winner of 1919, is a 

seven -year -old chestnut by Torpoint, one of the 
few horses that ever won the race twice. In the 
Hardwicke Stakes, one of the w^eight-for-age races 
uU4‘ and one- half miles, w’lii<*li dates hack 

fortj' years, it hapiiened again that the win- 

ner, Sir lledg«-worth Meiix’s three year-old bay eolt 
Sir Douglas, was the son of a previous winner, 

son of St. Simon. This colt finished fourth iu the 
Ei>soui Derby. •* 

Many Of the best three-year-olds iu training 



usually start in the Prince of Wales Stakes, the 
Ascot Derby and the St. James Palace Stakes, the 
last event being rdn over the new course of one 
mile and five-eighths. It was won this year by the 
bay colt Dominion, son of Polymelus and Osyrua, 
by Desmond, carrying 131 pounds. He was one of 
the two colts Lord Glanely sent to the post in the 
Epsom Derby, and apparently, the one his owner 
iMcked, since the o<1ds against him were 20 to 1, 
wliile the winner. Grand Parade, was at 40 to 1 
in the betting. Dominion ran third to that most 
unlucky or overrated of three -year -olds. The Pan- 
tlier, in the Two Thousand Guineas, and third to 
Buchan and Bruff Bridge in the Craven Stakes at 
Newmarket. Grand Parade won the St. James 
Palace Stakes at a mile and a half, while in Gie 
Ascot Derby Stakes, over the same course, the king*s 
colt, Pesaro, by Bayardo, was beaten an open 
length by Captain Lionel Montagu’s chestnut colt 
Old Bill, by William the Third. 

XING’S HORSE A WINNER. 

The king’s turn came later in the same afternoon 
when his bay colt Viceroy won the Waterford 
Stakes for three -year -olds over the Old Mile, de- 
feating, among others. Sir Edward Hulton’s Rose- 
way, winner of the One Thousand Guineas and run- 
ner-up in the Epsom Oaks. Viceroy is another of 
the good ones by The Tetrarch, and a son of Sweet 
Vernal, by the Derby winner Sainfoin (sire of 
Ro<‘k Sand), the Oaks winner Musa, by the Good- 
wood Cup winner Martagon, son of Bend Or. Vice- 
roy started six times as a two-year-old, running 
third to Buchan and Milton in the Spring Two- 
Year-Old Stakes and second to Violoncello in the 
Extra Two-Year-Old Stakes at Newmarket. He 
w'on the Stewanls’ Handicap at Epsom on Derby 
Day, which seems to have been his only previous 
race this year. Two days after winning the Water- 
ford Stakes he was pulled out again for the Jersey 
Stakes, formerly the Triennial, and this time was 
beaten a neck over the New Mile by A. E. Barton’s 
Knight of the Air, son of the Derby winner Sunstar. 

The Cororation Stakes, for three -year -old fillies, 
which is usually contested for by the winners of 
the One Thousand and the Oaks over the Old Mile, 
did not bring to the post either Roseway or Bay- 
uda, but W'veral of tlie non-winners were tliere. 
It was won by W. M. G. Singer’s bay filly Flying 
Siiear, .that finished fif44r in the One Thousand 
Guineas. The winner is a daughter of the Derby 
winner Spearmint, b.v Carbine, and was bred by 
the man in whose colors she ran at Ascot, Major 
Waldorf Astor, who has lost so many imimrtnnt 
races by a head or a neck, lost this one by two 
lengths with Lady Baba, whose sire was Suiistar 
and whose dam was by Spearmint. 

GREAT TRIUMPH FOR ORBT. 

Of the races for two-year-olds at Ascot the New 
Stakes, which goes back to 1843, and the Coventry 
Stakes, established in 1890, are the most important. 
In the comparatively short history of the Coventry, 
Persimmon, Desmond. Rock Sand, Cicero, The Tet- 
rarcli and other great horses have won it, and tliis 
year it went to James Buchanan’s royally-bred gray 
colt Sarchedon, by Polymelus — Perfect Peach. Sec- 
ond to the winner was Poltava, another gray colt, 
by Polyinelus-— Tagalie, the gray daughter of Cyl- 
lene that won the One Thousand Guineas and the 
Derby, beatihg Tracery in the latter race. Poltava 
liad previously won the W’oodeote Stakes at Epsom, 
which is considered the chief events of that meet- 
ing for two-year-olds, and also the Maiden Two- 
Year-Old Plate at the Newmarket spring meeting, 
while Sarcliddon Had wonf-the Bedford Stakes at the 
Newmarket second spring meeting.- 

When Poltava won at Newmarket in May the 
mnner-np was H. Cunliffe-Owen’s bay colt Or- 
pheus, by Orby, that had scored in the Maiden Two- 
Year-Old Stakes of the April meeting there, his 
first start in public. He turned up among the 
starters for the New Stakes at Ascot and won by 
five lengths at odds of 10 to 1. 

This day’s racing proved to be a wonderful tri- 
umph for Richard Croker’s Derby winner of 1907, 
whose dam was the American -bred mure Rhoda R.. 
I»y Hanover— Mafgeriue, by Algerine. In the Rons 
Memorial Stake.s Ixird D’Abemon’s five-year-old 
mare Diadem, by Orby, won by six lengths. In the 
St. Janies Palace Stakes it was the Epsom D«*rby 
winner Grand Parade, by Orby, tiiat led fronr start 
'to finish. In the New Stakes, Orpheus, by Orby, 
finished first, and* in the All-Aged Stakes the win- 
ner was I.rf>rd Jersey’s Freesia, whose dam was u 
daughter of Orby. — New York Herald. 



METROPOLITAN IDEAS OF MISS JEMIMA 

NEW YORK; N. Y., July 28.— Miss Jeminm has 
not given convincing proof that she can eoi>e suc- 
cessfully with some of the eastern fillies in her 
division. This was the consensus of opinion of the 
experts who watched her race closely in the 
East View Stakes at Empire City Saturday. That 
she is a good filly and probably can do better than 
she did when put to the real test is generally con- 
c'cded. This opinion is backed by the fact that she 
first ran (’arniandule into defeat, covering the 
first quarter of a mile in 22% seconds, according 
to unofficial dockers, and afterward ran away 
from FetKior, which challenged at the eighth post 
and loomed up dangerously close at that point. 
Miss Jemima, liowever, had something in reserve, 
for when Loftus called upon her she answered in 
resolute fashion, or el.se Feodor died away rapidly. 
It may have been a little of both, but that Mi.ss 
Jeniihia is a game and speedy filly she demonstrated 
expressively. She will have four or five fast fil- 
lies to meet at Saratoga in Cobwebs, Panoply and 
Bonnie Mary, and it may be Cinderella will also 
1)0 a contender for filly honors. Then there is the 
other westerner. Major McDowell’s Distinction. Any 
one of these could have done what Miss Jemima 
did in the East View Stakes, as neither Krewer, 
Carmandale or Feodor can be compared with the 
five mentioned. Canvassing the expert price makers 
around the local tracks, they were unanimous that 
Bonnie Mary, Cobwebs and Panoply would be fav- 
ored over Miss Jemima when they meet the first 
time.
